Yex® ſume haue 
gone fartner, -and ſetne the danger 
herevfalſo,namely that it ispuniſhed 
inthe life ro come, placing thoſe'thar

. in ſuch rorments , as they wiſh them- 
ſelues backe againe,% vponubar cone _ |. 


dition would be cantent td endure al 
the miſeries incident co this life. Lo 
the poore remedies thar natyre can 
reach vs again{t this firſt kinde of e- 
vils, namcly the evils which we ſuf- 
fer. 

5 Nowrtouching the evils which 


 weedo gwhichas hath beene ſhewed, 


we ſhould hold the greateſt, as naru- 
rall men haue lefle knowne and fele

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them rhan the former , ſo haue they 
beene lefle either carefu}l or able ro 
finde out any found and eftcAQuall re 
medics againſt them,nay I may boJd- 
ly ſpeake ir, that as they giue vs foo- 
I:ſh Phyſicke againſt the former , ſo 
rhey giue vs ranck poiſon againſt the 
later, Andas it fals our in bodily dif- 
eaſes,thar i; thePhyſitian miſtake the 
eauſes of them, they apply medicines 
cleane contrary, and ſuch as exaſpe- 
rate the evillnotaſſwage it; ſo it fa- 
reth with the maladies of the minde, 
if they that profeſle sk1l ro cure them 
erre inthe origina}l ground of them, 
inſteed of healing them they poyſon 
them and makerhem far worſe. 

s The guilt of finge which al men 
carry in their boſome tels them that 
finne necdes ſome purgation and ex- 
piation,or elſe they muſt incurre the 
indignation and vengeance of God, 
Bur whenit comes to particulars, 
what the true mieanes of delivering 
vs from the danger of finne ſhould be, 
here4he wit ofman is a ground and 
vtterly amazed and confounded, and 
the beſt remedies it candeviſe in this 
caſe are eicher fooliſh as wee haue 
ſcene they were againſt the firſt _ 
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of evils,namely of paire, orels impi- 
ous and wicked. 

7 * Some thought that finne was 
blorred out & Gods wrath appeaſed 
by offering of lowers,franckincenſe, 
and other ſweete perfumes , bur ſup- 
pole thatevery meane perſun coulde 
be as liberalthat way as Alexander the

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much franckincenſeara time, rhar 
Leonidas his ſteward reproved him for 
it.tciling him that hee muſt firſt con-

{o coſtly in char reſpeQ; get who that 
15 well adviſed, candreame, that rhe 


ſweer ſmell ofhearbs & perfurnes can 


rake away the filthy ſtinke of ſinne? 
Others thoughtby certain waſhigns 
with peculias & hallowed waters the 
filth of finn was waſht away, as if that 


_ which made the skin cleane,made the 


hearr alſo cleane,and that purifie rhe 
minde which never came necre tic 
minde. Others truely judging rhele 
cures to bee light , and ſuperficial, 
though it muſt be death and bloud at 
Jeaſt that muſt do away finne, viſually 
killed beaſts of al ſorts in great abun- 
; dance 
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dance,and ſacrificed them ro appeaſe 


Gods anger, and make fatistaftion 


for their ttanſgreflions. Bur heare a- 
gaine reaſon awaked will te]l vs, that 
1fall men cSuld bee as bounrifull as 
Iilian the Roman Emperour viuvally 


was, t of whom the ieſt went, thart if þ ammian; 
he had returned with viftorie in his Varcecllin, 
laſt ations againſt the Parthians, the lib-2g- 


very kinde and race of buls, oxen,and 
kyne would haue beene extinguiſhed 
by meanes of his monftrous exccſſe 
in ſacrificing of beaſts, if,I ſay, cverie 
man could and ſhould be ar juch coſt 
that way:yert whar ſtrange blindneſſe 
were it ro rhinke thatthe bloud of 
beafts could purge the finnes of men, 
or that man ſhould commir rhe fault, 
and beaſtes ſhould beare the puniſh. 
ment of 1t? 

8 But the remedies which the na- 
tural man deviſed againſt this ſecond 
branch of our miſery namely ſinne, 
werenot only fool:ſh,bur alſo wicked. 
& pernicious For ficſt,ſome looking 
further into the matter, and conſide- 
ring thatir was no reaſon, that man 
ould offende tand beaſtes ſhould be 
puniſhed, & die for his offences, per- 
ccived that inallcquitic man muſt be

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—_— puniſhcd for the {:ulrs cf man, i And 
chol Lt.c.3, Therefore moſt nations vſed ro ſacri- 

: fice certaine men at certaine times of 
_ theyearcto make an atonement for 
& Plurarch, the ſfinnes of all the reſt. So k the Cay- 
ol — thagmansfacrificed their own childre 
vPolit, to Saturne,being preſent therear, and 
looking on , and ſuch as had no chil. 
drenof their owne, bought the chil- 
dren of the poorer ſort, as if they had 
beene Jambs,or goarecs, and the order 
was, thartthe very mothers of them 
muſt be preſent at the ſacrifice with, 
out making any ſhewe of ſorrowe or 
compaſſion at the fight , and if they 
did. they forfeited the price of them, 
and yet their children wereſacrificed 
nevertheleſle.

cades,yearly made choice of ſome no- 
toriaus malefaRtour,& ſacrifized him 
for the vvhole, as though his dezth 
could expiate the fins of others, who 
had deſerved many deathes for his 
owne finnes : vyhereas indeede F the 
dearh of the beſt man now in the ſtate 
of ſinne cannot profit another , ſth 
every man oweth a death for himſc]f, 
But as hath beene ſaid, this remedy is 
not on]ly fooliſh & yaprofitable, bur 
alſo impious and deteſtable,4 making 
God more crue}llthan any man; for 
what man , although-iuſtlic angrie,

& barbarous meanes? How were they 
blinded that thought one finne vy3s 
a remedie for at other, & that io hat» 
nous a finne as-wurther; that they 
purged finne, when they added fin to 
finne,that they appcaſed Gods wrath 
when they moſt grievoufly kindlcd 
ur?

To counſe!l the malefaRour to plead

tifics vnto vs:and that is, that our firſt 
parents Adam and Euebceing created 
by Ged and placed in Paradiſc in a 
moſt happy and pleaſant tate of life, 
only reſtrained from taſting of the 
fruitof one only tree, to vvecte the 
tree of che knowledge of good and e- 
villas atriall of their ſubieRion and 
loyalty , by the Divels ſuggeſtion 
Gods deadly enemy & theirs, preſu- 
med to eate thereof ,-.and ſo loſt the 
Joue.and favour of God,and incurred 
his diſplcaſure and indignation , and 
conſequertly became ſubicR ro al mi- 
ſery & calamity not only in this life, 
| buralſo in the life ro come. 

2 Irmay ſeeme thar rhis offence 
was nor ſo hainous nor deſerved ſuch 
ſevere puniſhment. Burt we muſt con= 
fider that many and grievous iniqui- 
ties yea abominations Jurked in this 
fat, Forfirſt of all, God having exe 
preſly ro1d.thE that whenſoever they 
ſhoulde raſte of this forbidden f:uire, 
they ſhoulddie the death, thar is,they 
ſhould ſurely die, rhey harkeninf to 
the ſerpent telling them the contrary 
make God a lycr,yeatake the 'Devils 


| word beforchis. Now how greata 
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wickednes this was, the firmpleſtmay 
eaſily perceiue, Secondly here vvas 
grcat ingratitude-and vnthankfulnes, 
The Derill rels them that God had 
dealt craftily withthem in telling the 
there was ſuch —_ in eating of 
that fruit,whercas indeede it had ;hat 
yertue to make them equal] to him- 
ſelf-,and therefo1e in pollicie he for+ 
bade them to taſte of it, Which neceſ- 


ſarily argues that chey were malecon - 


rent with their prelenteſtate, as if 
God had 6ealr niggardly with them, 
and had not beſtowed fo much vpon 
them as hee might haue dore, and ſo 
in cffe,thar the Devill would by his 
counſel] andadviſe do more for the 
then God had done or woulde doe. 
Thirdly & principally, here was high 
treaſon againſt the moſt high,accom- 
panied with dereſtable blaſphemie, 
For they caring of the forbidde fruit, 
becauſe as the Devill informed them 
therby they ſhould be equa)} ro God, 
manifeſtly ſhewed thar they diſdained 
ro'be Gods ynderlings, and to hold a 
happines from him by inferiority and 
dependancic,and would be happy ab- 
ſoJutely , and of themſclues without 
beingany way bcholding rv God re 
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the ſame, Now when the ſubieQ deni- 
eth homage and fealcy to the Sove- 
raigne, the Creature to the Creator, 
' man to God, what can it bee bur high 
treaſon, yea higheſt rreaſon as com- 
\mirred againſt the higheſt? Beſides ir 
could bee no leffe than abhominable 
blaſphemy, that a morral man ſhould 
ſo much as admit a thought to make 
himſelfe equal ro the immortal God, 


much more to defire it, yea to attempe-

3 And yetfurther this doth not a 


 Jircle aggravar their fin, that they che 


had abſ#lure power not to finne. To

Much moretherfore 
may-God,that more hates malignirie 
of nature in man', than man doerh 
inbeaſtes, manifeſt his wrath againſt 
mankinde even in their infancie,

CHAP. 9 
Conſolations againſt certaine circumſtan- 
ces of ſpnune,namely long continuance there» 
ia,before our converſyon; and relapſe into 
it after our converſion. | 
I — we haue heard whar reme - 
dies Chriſtian religion affor- 
deth againſt fin,in reſpe& of the ſub- 
ſtance thereof. Bur now there are cer- 
taine circumſtances of fin which doe 
not a little aggravate the ſame, and 
wherwith the con'cience many times 
is much tercificd. Whichare princi- 
pally two,late repentance for an,and 
relapſe into {in af:er repentance, 

2 Touching rhe former, to wcete 
lace repctance,thece is no cauſe, way 
we ſhould be dilmaide cherewith, For 
firſt we are to conſider, that although 
we liue an hundred yeares, yea many 
hundred yearcs,if it could bee, which 
without extraordinary priviledge nc- 
verto be hoped for, cannor poſlibly 
be:yer the diſtance of time berweene 
the dav of our birth & the day of our 
death is nothing vnto God. 2 For as 
the Prophet ſajes , & the Apoſtle fr5 
him repeares it, athouſaxd yeares with 
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the Lord ate but as one day, Howſoever 
thento vs things are ſaid ro bee done 
early or late : yetinreſpeR of God 
nothing is ſooner or later, no time is 
long or ſhorte, nay no time is either 
paſt or to come, bur a] time is preſenr 
vnto him.Ler our care be thar our re 
pentance be vnfaigned, & it ſhall ne- 
ver be too Jate. againe for our farther 
comfort herein,let vs obſerue, Þ that 
moſt divine parable of ovr Savicur 
Chriſt rouching the Jaborours hyred 
by an owner of a vincyarde to wotke 
therein, ſome of them early in the 
morning,ſfome at the third howre cf 
theday ,ſome ar the ninth,ſome atthe 
sleventh,& yet whe they came tore- 


eciue thtir wages , they that were ta-. 


ken vp laſt had as much as they thar 
were intertained firſt. which infinuars 


that ſo wee be broughtto ſerue God 


riuly & fairhfully, out jare coming to 
his ſervice,ſhal no way preiudice our 
cofort, bur that we ſhall be as well ac-
